LATE TELEGRAPHIC NEWS. 


T e x a s P acific. 
W a s h i n g t o n ,Feb.2.—The House of 
Common Judiciary met this moroiog 
to enquire whether any acts had been 
committed to effect the charter of the 
Texas Pacific railroad, but nothing: 
had been done, owing to the non-arri­ 
val of Col. Norton from New York, 
who is expected to-day. Mr. Storms 
appeared to-day before the House, 
committee on Pacific railroad In be­ 
half of the Southern Pacific railroad, 
confining himself to the law points 
involved. Col. Scott said if the South­ 
ern Pacific railroad would open a line 
between Fort Gumaz and San Gor- 
gonio Pass to Texas Pacific and let 
Congress control the rates on that part 
of the road, the Texas Pacific would 
accept it and not build a parallel line. 
Mr. Hartington agreed to this and 
said he would do so on all the South­ 
ern Pacific railroad, if allowed to build 
East to meet the Texas Pacific. Mr. 
Kedfleld of Arkansas, appeared on be­ 
half of the Little Rock, Mississippi 
and Texas road, asking that 75 miles 
should be included in the bill. 
Foreign In telligM M . 
B erlin, Feb. 3.—The Posen cour­ 
ier sayB that Cardinal Lindorsthoski 
will be entered in the fortress of Tro- 
gan because he refuses to obey ths 
Government orders prohibiting him 
from residing in his diocese. 
N aples,Feb. 2.—Great preparations 
are being made for the Carnival which 
will last from the twentieth to twenty- 
eighth of February. 
It’s first series 
is an overthrow of the Bourbons. 
100,000 francs have been subscribed. 
Seven names of members of the lead­ 
ing families and nobility are on the 
committee of arrangements. Seats on 
the platforms and balconies on the 
place are held at 50 francs for the 
week; windows in Rue 4l>me being 
400 to 1200 francs. 
It is believed ths 
chief of 
police 
will prohibit the 
masked ball at San Carlo theatre on 
account of the danger to the theatre 
and adjacent palace from fire. 
Indications of eruption from Mt. 
Vesuvius are increasing. Professor 
Palwiere announces that the instru­ 
ments at the observatory are disturbed. 
The activity of the crater is becoming 
daily more apparent. A speedy erup­ 
tion is generally expected.

It is alw ays a wise policy to encour­ 
age im m igration of the right sort. 
Looked at from a purely com m ercial 
stand-point, th e question com mends 
Itself to every statesm an, for in pro­ 
portion as a country fills up w ith en­ 
ergetic, 
able-bodied, 
sound-m inded 
citizens, is th at country prosperous? 
A m an who produces more than he 
consum es the surplusage is so much 
added to the aggregate w ealth of the 
com m unity, w hile the developem ent 
of the resources of a country in the 
various departm ents of industry and 
the Increased valuation of the taxable 
property from such labor, are addition­ 
al item s of th e wealth of a country. 
E v ry acre brought under cultivation 
is enhanced in value and enlarges the 
resources of thecountry. 
Agriculture 
is the basis o f all financial prosperity. 
H ence of all Industries that should be 
encouraged 
more than any other, 
should have less restrictions thrown 
around it. 
Of all classes the farm ing 
class should 
be sought for as im . 
m igrants. 
Every possible induce­ 
m ent 
should 
be 
held 
out 
to 
them ; 
such 
as 
the 
acquisition 
of 
lands on easy term s; 
equitable 
taxation and rem unerative markets. 
Railroads, bankers, merchants, law ­ 
yers, physicians, in fact all the profes­ 
sional m em bers of a com m unity live 
upon the former. 
It is therefore tp the 
interest of th^farm er to aid the latter. 
There should be no antagonism be­ 
tw een them , forthere is none natural­ 
ly. 
W e look around us, and in study­ 
ing the financial question of Califor­ 
nium prosperity, w e can but see that 
suillcienteffort is not m ade to cause 
tiie agricultural interests to keep pace 
w ith h e a th e r interests. 
That which 
constitutes the bone and sinew of our 
strength and prosperity is excluded by 
the high prioes of real estate. 
Every 
true political econom ist acknowledges 
that the valuation put upon our real 
estate is too fancifnl and keeps out of 
our m idst one of the m ost im portant 
classes of our population, the farmer. 
It would actually redound to the prop­ 
erty holders advantage in the end to 
sell lands cheaper and thereby sell 
more of it. S u ch a policy would bring 
more producers into our mid9t and 
benefit every branch of industry. 
A t 
present our largest iufiux of laborers 
ar • from China, a class which is an 
actual drawback to our solid prosperi­ 
ty. 
T hey are not citizens, and if they 
should become such, w ill ever be a 
disturbing rather than a harm onizing 
elem ent in society. 
W hat we want is 
the sturdy, industrious A nglo Saxon, 
who w illefeel an identity of interest 
w ith our State in every respect, and 
labor to promote her true welfare and 
prosperity. 
If every 
com m unity 
would adopt a wise, liberal policy in 
regard to this questiou of im m igration 
it would not be loug before our State 
w ould 
occupy a 
front position in 
w ealth, in Intelligence, and in com ­ 
m ercial greatness.

S a c r a m e n t o , Feb. 3d.—In the Sen­ 
ate yesterday a bill by L ew is, to pro­ 
vide accom m odation for insane people 
who m ay be able to pay therefor, was 
defeated, the Com m ittee on hospitals 
having reported against It. 
Bush stated that the new asylum at 
Napa, which would cost nearly tv o 
m illion dollars, was sufficient for all 
purposes. 
A long discussion took place on a 
resolution of Gibbons, of Alam eda, to 
establish a censorship of press in the 
Legislature, which was w arm ly sup­ 
ported by Lewis, of Tehama. 
M artin ottered a 
substitute 
bur- 
lesqueingthe sam e, and I lie proposed 
resolution was defeated by a vote of 
20 to 12. 
Senate bill N o. 173, m aking the pro­ 
visions of the P olitical Code concern­ 
ing highw ays applicable to San Ber­ 
nardino county, was finally passed in 
the Senate. 
A bill to appoint a keeper for the 
State Capitol was amended by m ak­ 
ing the Secretary of State th e custo­ 
dian. 
Satterwhite introduced a bill pro­ 
viding that w here corporations fur­ 
nish irrigation for land w hich they 
have sold, said water shall remain a 
perpetual easem ent, and 
whatever 
water corporations shall furnish to 
any person cultivating and on the 
line, shall be furnished at the same 
rates as furnished to persons who pur­ 
chased land of such corporations. 
In 
the A ssem bly 
yesterday’ the 
Com m ittee on Claim s reported back 
favorably the petition from the Santa 
Barbara Orphan Asylum , w ith the 
recommendation for its reference to 
th e Com m ittee on W ays and Means. 
H ayne reported favorably on the act 
to repeal the act providing road funds 
for the counties of San L uis Obispo 
and Santa Barbara, to-day. 
The Senate to-day is discussing (lie 
appropriation for the State Normal 
school and the A ssem bly expenses of 
the House. 
A report was presented 
by H arris, which recom m ends reduc­ 
tions to the attaches and retrench­ 
m ent of expenditures. 


A Y o n u g L rnlj C o m m its .su ic id e . 
S a n J o s e , Feb. 2nd.—This forenoon 
word was brought into tow n to the 
effect that ayoung lady named Martha 
T illi9on, aged 19 years, daughter of 
H arlan Tillison, a fanner residing be­ 
tween M ilpitas and Berryessa, had 
shot herself and was dying. 
The ball 
was extracted about 1 o’clock and from 
that tim e till 3 she was perfectly con­ 
scious and spoke very clearly of her 
death. 
The cause of the act is, ac­ 
cording to her statem ent before death, 
briefly as follows: 
For some tim e past 
she has been keeping com pany w ith a 
young man named Norman A very, of 
San Joaquin county, at present a stu­ 
dent of the U niversity of th e Pacific, 
betw een this city and Santa Ciara. 
For som e tim e past they have been 
keeping up a correspondence, and of 
late as soon as a letter was received 
she would destroy it. 
Last evening a

Platon submitted resolution that any 
further issue of the 3.C5 bonds author­ 
ized under or by virtue of an act of 
Congress of June 20th, 1874, is hereby 
prohibited. 
H e asked its present con­ 
sideration, hut Clnytou objected and 
dem anded regular order, being bill to

The bill for the paym ent of fourteen 
wounded U nion soldiers on the roils of 
the House was passed after a long dis­ 
cussion. 
The bill regulating practice in the 
U. S. Circuit and D istrict Courts was 
passed. 
The H ouse at two o’clock w ent into 
C om m ittee of tho W hole on the con­ 
sular and diplom atic appropriations 
hill, w ith H eskins, of N ew York, in 
th e chair. 
Mr. Singleton argued in favor of the 
bill. 
H e alluded to the im poverished 
condition of the South, and the neces­ 
sity for such legislation as would re­ 
vive them . 
The Appropriation Com ­ 
m ittee thought they could retrench In 
diplom atic service. 
H e was not sur­ 
prised that the Com m ittee should be 
attacked, but he was surprised at the 
mauner of som e attacks. 
Mr. H ale 
the other day accused the South of 
com ihg up here to demand paym ent 
of claims.

South surrendered they did it in good 
faith, and now wanted the N orth to 
help build up the w aste places.

T hey wanted levees built, 
alluvial lands reclaimed, and hoped 
soon to offer other schem es of benefit 
to the w hole country. 
Mr. Monroe, of Ohio, favored econo­ 
m y, but thought it a m istake to re­ 
duce the num ber of m inisters and con­ 
suls, and to consolidate the South 
Am erican republics.
